The ANA Road Show gives members and collectors around 
the country an opportunity to see some of the most 
impressive items from the ANA's Edward C. Rochette 
Money Museum. Collectors also can attend an ANA Money 
Talks presentation and learn more about ANA educational 
programs. 


The following items will be on display in the ANA Road 
Show, located in the special exhibits area of the show: 


Paper Currency in Georgia: The story of paper currency in 
Georgia begins in 1735, almost immediately after the 
founding of the colony in 1732 by James Oglethorpe, on 
the British pound sterling standard. This exhibit will show 
the fascinating evolution of Georgia paper money from the 
Revolution through modern Federal Reserve notes issued 
by the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta, including notes 
from the private banking era, the Civil War and the 
National Bank period. 


$5 Gold of the Dahlonega Mint: On March 3, 1835, a bill 
was passed establishing new minting facilities at 
Dahlonega, Charlotte and New Orleans. This was the start 
of the branch mints using mint marks to distinguish their 
issues from those of the U.S. Mint. ‘The Dahlonega mint 
produced more than $6 million (1.4 million) gold coins 


from 1838-61. This exhibit features $5 gold coins produced 


at the Dahlonega mint bequeathed to the ANA by the 
Gerry Frederick Hansen Estate. 


Famous Errors: This exhibit acts as a highlight reel of 
some of the most notable numismatic bloopers, including 
the 1955 doubled-die Lincoln cent, the classic 1937-D 
"three legged" buffalo nickel, the 1955 doubled-die Lincoln 
cent, the 2004 Wisconsin "extra leaf" quarter and the 
2007-09 "godless" dollars. All these coins feature errors 
that are easily visible to the naked eye - no need for 
magnification to see these mistakes - making them 
popular collector's items and curiosity pieces. 


ANA Education Director Rod Gillis will deliver an ANA 
Money Talks presentation on his efforts to convince 
Congress to authorize a World War I commemorative coin. 
The talk, titled "The Making of a Commemorative Coin — 
A Very Long Road," will be at 11.a.m. Friday, April 17. 
Gillis will also lead a Boy Scout Merit Badge workshop at 
10 a.m. on Saturday. 


The Georgia Numismatic Association show features more 
than 1,500 numismatic collectors and dealers. Show hours 
are 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. Friday and Saturday, April 17 and 18; 
and 10 a.m. to 3 p.m: Sunday, April 19. Admission and 
parking is free.

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“Did You Know...”

.. that the Randall Horde of Large Cents is 
responsible for almost all of the uncirculated 18 16- 
1820 Large Cents in existence today? As the story 
goes, a keg of Large Cents was found under a 
railway platform in 1869 during the reconstruction 
of Atlanta. There’s no record of who found the keg 
or if it was full (they usually carried 5,000 Large 
Cents). ‘The keg was sold to a Dry Goods merchant 
in Norwich Ney York. He handed out the older 
style cents as an advertising gimmick, but many of 
his clients would not accept them, wary of the “old” 
style. The merchant sold the remaining coins to 
John Swan Randall, a local coin collector for 90 
cents on the dollar. Randall, a more sophisticated 
Salesman, sold the coins off slowly over the years 
until his death in 1878. ‘There’s no record of how 
many coins the merchant used, or Randall sold 
before his death. However, there were 2,116 coins 
still left in Randall’s estate after his death (~1400 
1818 dated pieces and many 1820 N13’s). Most of 
the remaining coins sold for 5-7 cents each, with 
some of the 1819’s selling for as much as $1.28 
each. It is believed that all of the coins in the keg 
were in uncirculated condition, though many were 
fly specked with carbon from storage issues. 
Randall was known to have sold the nicest 
uncirculated pieces off over the years, so those left 
in the estate were less valuable than those 
previously sold. Only the 1820 from the horde can 
be found today for $300 or so in Mint State. All of 
the other 1820’s dates are considered rare. 


.. that it is supposedly impossible for the modern 
U.S. Mint to make a two-headed or two-tailed 
coin? The working dies for the obverse and reverse 
of every current coin being produced have a unique 
feature that supposedly prevents two heads or two 
tails on a coin (obverse and reverse). The die 
head, carrying the design, is tooled to the size of 
the coin being produced. The base or tail end of 
the die is a uniform size as to fit into the presses. 
To prevent the ability to produce two obverses or 
reverses on the same coin, the base of the die is 
designed differently. One die has a rounded end, 
the other a square end. All of the presses are set 


up so that one side of the press takes a rounded 
die, the other side of the press a square based die. 
All obverses are made with one shape, all reverses 
are made with the other shape. So, two round base 
dies or two square base dies can never be in the 
press at the same time - it only accepts one round 
and one square. Most two-headed or two-tailed 
coins are referred to as “Magicians Coins”. They 
have either had the original coins planed off and 
two of the same put together, or one coin will be 
scraped out like a pie filling and the second coin 
cut down in size and inserted into the first side. 
Look for the edge seam or the insert seam. A sharp 
eye will usually show which form of alteration 
created your two headed or two tailed coin. 


.. that it is rumored that President George 
Washington provided the first silver to be 
converted into coins by the new United States of 
America? The US Mint was established by law 
April 2, 1792. July ist of the same year David 
Rittenhouse was appointed the Mint’s first 
superintendent. On J uly 9th, Rittenhouse received 
permission to mint Cents and small silver coins, 
allowing the largest mintages with the least 
expense. President Washington donated $100 in 
silver coin and household flatware, and apparent 
tradition. The first coins struck were Half Dismes 
(pronounced “deem”). ‘The dies were probably 
designed by William Birch. The half dismes were 
struck by Adam Eckfelt with a press made by J ohn 
Harper. The press was in Harpers basement at the 
corner of 6th and Cherry Streets in Philadelphia. 
1500-2000 half dismes were struck, and most were 
handed out by Washington as presentation pieces. 
No additional pieces were made, and those created. 
and handed out were not designated as money. In 
Washington’s fourth address to the nation in 1792, 
he mentioned “a small beginning in the coinage of 
half disme’s, for the want of small coins in 
circulation”, calling the first attention to them. A 
President that was always giving to our fledgling 
nation!

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Early Dimes At $100 Each?

The design changes in United States coinage right now are 
focused on our quarters and dollar coins, with several of 
them with some new image being released each year. Even 
the cents and nickels have seen some design changes in the 
past decade or so. Through it all though, our humble ten- 
cent piece has stayed the same, without a single change in 
any design element since 1946. That tends to mean some 
folks overlook them when it comes to forming a collection. 
So, let’s ask ourselves: what might be out there when it 
comes to dimes - specifically early dimes? 


Draped Bust Dimes 

The dime was not the smallest of the silver coins first 
authorized by a young Congress in 1792. ‘That honor went 
to the small half dime coin. But the dime was indeed part 
of the original package, as it were, although the first ones 
were not coined until 1796. The number of these first coins 
was minuscule even by the standards of the day - 22,135. 
To give some perspective, the 1790 census of the US - the 
first of the censuses taken every ten years - indicates there 
were 3,929,214 citizens. One can only imagine how many 
(or few!) people saw any of these early dimes in circulation. 


When it comes to purchasing a piece like this for a 
collection today, well the cost might be the very definition 
of sticker shock. In the grade of good-4, or G-4, we would 
need to part with $3K. That’s alot of money for very little 
dime. 


Let’s take a moment then and consider just how much we'd 
be willing to spend for a decent dime. How about $20? 
That sounds great, but a look through any price list of the 
early ten-cent pieces will make us realize it’s naught but 
wishful thinking. How about $100 then? That’s not an 
insane number, and as we'll see, it can still buy us a dime or 
two. 


Those first dimes are now referred to as Draped Bust ten- 
cent pieces. From 1796 to 1797 there were changes in the 
number of stars surrounding Lady Liberty on the obverse. 
In 1798 what is called the small eagle reverse was changed 
to the heraldic eagle reverse. What stays the same for the 
dime from 1796 all the way to 1807 is that the mintages 
were tiny - and thus the prices today are huge. That makes 
it impossible for us to purchase one for the $100 price tag 
we have pegged. 


Capped Bust dimes 

Before we despair too much though, let’s jump to the 
Capped Bust dimes, which were issued from 1809 to 1837 
with a few missing years in the line-up. The first two years 
of issue, meaning the 1809 and the 1811, had small enough 
official totals that one might think the dime was to be 
doomed to obscurity. The next year though, the 1814, sawa 
hefty upturn in the output of dimes. ‘That total was 


421,500. And that number is high enough that a person 
could actually land one for $100, although it will be in a 
grade such as VG-8. 


If that is still too much money for too little dime, perhaps 
the 1820 will be sweeter to the taste. The denomination 
had laid dormant from 1815 - 1819, but in 1820 just 
under 1 million dimes were produced. That number is 
certainly huge when compared with those we've just 
mentioned. But to be fair, if we again use a census 
number, we find that the 1820 U.S. census determined 
there were 9,638,453 people in the growing country. 
That’s still not a great dimes-to-people ratio, although it 
is an improvement. For us today, the dime number is the 
important one, and it means that an 1820 for the price we 
mentioned is a possibility in a grade like F- 12. 


The year 1820 seems to have been the spark, in that from 
1821 to 1837, there were four more years with dime 
mintages over 1 million coins, and another six years with 
mintages over half a million. Several of these are 
available for less than $100 in the VF-20 grade. It 
appears we have arrived then at early dimes that don’t 
have exorbitant prices glued to them. 

Seated Liberty dimes 


Mr. Christian Gobrecht’s famous Seated Liberty design 
made its debut on the various silver denominations of 
U.S. coins throughout the late 1830’s, and did so on the 
dime in 1837. The output smashed through the one 
million mark in 1838, just narrowly missing making it to 
two million. It was 1841 that saw the 2 million mark 
surpassed, and from the branch Mint in New Orleans, no 
less. But it was the year 1853 that saw a mintage so huge 
- 12,078,010 to be precise - that it would not be 
surpassed until 1891. By any stretch, that’s a common 
dime. 


As might be imagined, the price for an 1853 Seated 
Liberty dime today is not outrageous. Our $100 can land 
us one in EF-40 with some change coming back to us. 
Actually, quite a few of the more common dates are 
available in an upper level circulated grade like this for 
less than $100. That very common 1891 we just 
mentioned can even be netted in AU-50 for about $100. 


Beyond this? 

Any dimes younger than the Seated Liberty dimes don’t 
really qualify as all that “early,” simply because they 
overlap into the twentieth century. But we have seen that 
right now, when the attention of the collecting 
community is elsewhere, there are some early U.S. dimes 
with collecting potential. Admittedly, the earliest are 
pretty far out of reach. But even the Capped Bust dimes 
have some possibilities within the series. Now might just 
prove to be a good time to assemble a collection of some 
early dimes.

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Monroe Railroad and Banking Company

The Monroe Railroad and Banking Company made 
significant contributions to Middle Georgia after 
being chartered in 1834. In February of 1837, the 
shareholders of the Monroe Railroad and Banking 
Company met at the principal bank, which was 
located in Macon. At this meeting they elected the 
company officers: President, General L.L. Griffin; 
Other Directors: Henry Soloman, T.G. Holt, Alfred 
Brooks, J ames Dean, J ohn J ones, and A.R. Ralston. 
J ames Land was the original Cashier and the 
Bookkeeper was J eremiah Leak. 


On April 19, 1837 a list of Monroe Railroad and 
Banking Company stockholders was published 
Showing 130 stockholders and 6,000 shares in the 
amount of $300,000. Most of the stockholders were 
farmers. Landowners along the 26 mile route from 
Macon to Forsyth were instrumental in buying stock 
to help fund the construction. The plantation owners 
were interested in using the railroad to transport 
cotton to the Ocmulgee river and then to the Georgia 
coast to be shipped to Europe. 


In 1837, the Monroe Railroad and Banking Company 
built its offices in Macon, in what is now Macon City 
Hall. ‘The building became Macon’s municipal offices 
in 1860. Between Nov. 18, 1864 and Mar. 11, 1865 it 
served as the temporary state capitol and housed the 
last session of the state legislature under the 
Confederacy. 


The railroad itself was built mostly with slave labor 


from local plantations. ‘The first locomotive was 
named “Ocmulgee”. It arrived by boat from Darien in 
November, 1838 and was put into operation by 
master machinist Robert Findlay of Findlay Foundry. 
Findlay’s iron works was appropriated by the 
Confederates in 1862 and later was used as the State 
Farmer’s Market. 


The train was put in operation on Nov. 22, 1838 fora 
5 mile trial run. The first passenger car was placed on 
the railroad on Dec. 3rd and on Dec. 9th, 1838, the 
track was completed to Forsyth. The first train run in 
the state of Georgia to carry passengers and freight 
was owned by the Monroe Railroad and Banking 
Company and traveled from Macon to Forsyth on 
Dec. 10, 1838. There was a large delegation of 
citizens from Macon on board to attend a public 
festival given by the citizens of Forsyth to celebrate 
the completion of the railroad. 


On Aug. 29, 1839 the location of the route for the 
continuation of the railroad was completed and 
contracts were made to extend the tracks from 
Forsyth to Atlanta. The line was extended as far as 
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Banking Company. In 1848 it was turned into a cotton warehouse. 
Purchased by the city in 1860 and remodeled in 1904 and 1933. 


The year 1839 was a good year for banks, as cotton 
was bringing 14 - 15 cents a pound. The lowest grade 
of cotton was bringing 8 cents. The crop that year 
was large and trading was very active. The high price 
of cotton kept the railroad afloat for a number of 
years but trouble soon came to the company.

Monroe Railroad and Banking Company 
Continued from Page 12 


Monroe Railroad and Banking Company President 
General Lewis L. Griffin was a general in the Georgia 
Militia. He was considered something of a local hero 
as he built the rail road in Monroe County. He put 
new money into circulation, at a time when there was 
little cash to be had. 


One story is told about a run on the Forsyth and 
Macon Banks of his Monroe Railroad and Banking 
Company. General Griffin rode to Charleston, South 
Carolina and borrowed several thousand dollars in 
silver. For this, he had to mortgage his home and 
horses. He delivered the silver to his Macon Bank. 
When word spread that silver had been stored in the 
vault of the Macon Bank, the panic was over. 


Things got rough for General Griffin on New Year’s 
Fve in 1842. He was seized by an armed mob and 
held hostage on the Forsyth Courthouse Square. He 
was falsely accused of trying to run away with silver 
and slaves that did not belong to him. His friends 
were able to rescue him after a terror-filled night. He 
was so mad he vowed to leave Georgia forever. His 
bank collapsed, the railroad fell apart, and Gen. 
Griffin was financially ruined. He returned the 
borrowed silver, sold his plantation and slaves and 
moved to Mississippi. He returned only once - to be 
honored in a hero’s welcome in Griffin, the town 
named after him. 


The Depression of 1843 caused construction on the 
railroad to be halted. The Monroe Railroad and 
Banking Company was sold under foreclosure in 
1845. It was reorganized in Dec. 1845 and renamed 
Macon & Western Railroad. Under this new 
ownership, 76 additional miles of track were laid to 
complete the line from Forsyth to Atlanta. On Oct. 1, 
1846 regular freight and passenger service was 
running. 


The company had continued financial troubles, as 
did railroads all over the country. The Macon & 


Western was acquired by the Central Railroad and 
Banking Company in 1872. The Central Railroad and 
Banking Company was sold under court order and 
eventually emerged as Central of Georgia Railway in 
1895. The railroad changed hands several more 
times, including ownership by the Illinois Central 
Railroad, Frisco Lines, and Southern Railroad 
Systems before being merged into the Southern 
systems in 1968.
